A TALE OF HOR 


A Sister-in-Law Ruined and Allowed 
to Die. * 


Details of a Great Crime—Arrest of 
the Guilty Parties —Their State- 
ments, Etc., Ete. 


‘The police Thursday night and yesterday 
developed enough of the circumstances at- 
tending the death of the unfortunate 
Nancy Ophelia Simpson to make a tale of 
horror almost withou’ parallel 
The negroes at whose house the unfortu- 
nate girl died, Marsha) Telfair, and his wife 
Nancy Marshal, were arrested Thursday 
night, and A. H. Dunlap, her brother-in- 
law and alleged seducer, Was arrested near 


‘Kiles’ corner, about eight o’c’ock yesterday 


mornirg. 
The facts of this bloody tragedy can best 
be told by the parties themselves, anc we 
according!y give their 
STATEMENTS, 

A. H: Danlap was closely questioned by 
Captain Anderson, atthe guard house. He 
isan ordinary looking countryman, about 
thirty years of age, with rather forbidding 
features. He says he was rai:edin Ala. 
bama, but now lives on the Flat Shoals 
road, about three miles from Decatur. Ho 
married a M‘ss Simpson several years ago, 
and is a farmer by profession, He admits 
that he was atthe house of Telfair about 
two weeks ago to make sOme _  arrange- 
ments about takicg the unhappy girl there. 
That he wus sent tothe negro’s house by 
the girl’s m>ther. He was directed to the 
negroes bya man named Bearden, a gro. 
cery merchant of this city living on Fort 
street. Some time last spring he was 
at Bearden’s house and in a conversation 
with bim stated that his sister-in law was 
sick. Bearden said he wasasort cf doc- 
tor, and could give her some medicifie that 
would cureher. When asked how he came 
to mention the matter at 
all to Bearden, Dunlap said 
that his wife had told him to get somethiug 
for his sister to take. Bearden’s medicine 
failed to do any good, and the negroes were 
then mentioned. When asked how it was 
that the girls condition was not earlier 
knowa, he raid she tried to conceal it her- 
self as best she could. Hedenied positive 
ly knowing who isthe father of the child, 
Wher asked about the family of the girl, 
Dunlap sald her father’s nam2is Hugh 
Simpson,and he isafarmer. He moved 
from Heard county to De Kalb county 
about four weeks ago, and settled some 
three miles from where he lives. Besides 
Dunlap's wife and her sister, Mr. Simpson 
has another daughter who married a Mr. 
Hutchins, and is also living in De Kalb 
county. 

A STORY OF GUILT 
Dunlap admits that Nancy, then about 
17 years of age, came to live with her sis- 
ter and himselfabout ayear ago. That she 
had no sweetheart or lover tuat he could 
discover while she was at his house, 
but had once or twice gone off from 
his house to visit her parents, when 
he did not know what occurred. He says 
she was a beautiful girl. He lived in a 
house containiug one room and two beds. 
She left his house last Tuesday, and he 
don’t know how she left, or when she left, 
He went off that day, and when he came 
back she was gone. She carried very fewif 
any clothes with her. 
Here the prisoner became very restless 
and agitated, and noiurther questions were 
asked. 
WHITE MAKES A DISCOVERY. 


Capt. Anderson made up his mind to send 
Lieut. White to Ve Kalb county to gather 
what information he could about Dunlap, 
stated that some parties who knew him 
were in the city, ana referred White to a 
Mr. Hudgins. The lieutenant- was fortu- 
nate euough to find this gent'eman 
whom he carried to the guard house, and 
who made the 

FOLLOWING STATEMENT, 


which, if true, prsyes Danlap’s guilt almost 
beyond doubt: 

Hudgins says there wa3 much tak in the 
settlement about Dunlap and his sister-in 

law; so much 80, that on one occasion a 
man who was going to employ Dunlap to do 
some work broke off the _ contract. 
Dunlap promised this man to eend 
the girt off, and asked Hudgins to lend 
him four doliars wherewith to do it. ‘he 
matter was brought before the grand jury 
at the last term of DeKalb superior court, 
and Hudgins testified. The gis] Nancy could 
not be found, but came back after court 
ad journed,and the impression was that Dun- 
lap had hid her away. Dunlap would not 
aliow her to have or see any company but 
himself. Last spring he would nut let her 
goto church at all. On Sunday Danlap 
would frequently send his wife over to 
Hudgins tu stay all day, leaving him alone 
with the girl.
